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REMARKS 

Claims 1-70 were originally pending in this application. By a Preliminary amendment, 
Applicants canceled claims 1-22 and 33-53 without prejudice. In response to a Notice ofNon- 
Compliant Amendment, Applicants are submitting a complete listing of all of the claims, with 
the proper status identifier and in ascending numerical order. No claims have been amended. As 
a result, claims 23-32 and 54-70 are pending for examination with claims 23, 54, 65, 66, and 67 
being independent claims. No new matter has been added.
